function and along the Beaver river, 
was destroyed, some cars on it scat­ 
tered about and a hole made In the 
fill 
No person was injured as far as 
I s known. 
A lthough the trestle is located from 
a quarter to a half mile from the of­ 
fice and restaurant buildings of the 
Baltim ore and Ohio railroad at New 
Castle Junction, windows in 
these 
buildings were broken by the concus­ 
sion caused by the explosion. 
The P. 
Ar L. E. station in the vicinity was 
undam aged. 
The concussion following the ex­ 
plosion was felt in all parts of th* 
city, principally in the east side and 
seventh ward districts. 
Police offi­
